All. books are “pre-bound” in 
heavy. durable binding made to 
stand hard wear. These were es- 
pecially. ordered by. Reed at a 
slightly higher pricé to make the 
books worth the cost of upkeep 
and repair. 

Each teacher chooses the books 
for her classroom, checking them 
in and out to the children. Books 
are also checked for appropriate- 
ness for each child and’ the books 
may be taken home to read,

Albany Soroptimists today were 
told that women have a definite 
roll to play in the civilian defense 
program. 

Speaking on the topic “Women in 
Civilian Defense,” Commander Ger- 
ald Browne of the Albany Disagter 
Council told members and guests 
at the weekly luncheon that wom- 
en will soon be called upon to 
register for all branches of the local 
defense program. 

“Civilian defense today has a 
complete different set up in com- 
parison to that of World War II.,” 
he said. “Besides the atom oom 
if it should come—we have other 
chemical warfare to 
must train now 
our defense,” 

Reviewing progress of the local 
program, Browne pointed out that 
Albany has advanced more in dis- 
aster preparedness than any other 
city in the Bay Area. 

“We are cstablishing permanent 
headquarters at the Albany Recrea- 
tion Center where our five-man 
planning commission will chart all 
moves. The commission makes the 
plans, which in turn are 
out by the commander,” he said. 

“Albany now has a coordinated 
auxiliary police, fire and warden 
service training to take care of our 
city in the event of a disaster—or 
assist our sister cities if needed.
